Some- 
times we have seen con- 
tracts batted around like a 
Ping-pong ball. 


West p l a y e d his 10 of 


h e a r t s at trick one after 
South had played low from 
dummy. South took his king 
and led the king of clubs. 
West won with the ace and 
played the nine of hearts. 


What should expert South 


do? Expert West was capa- 
ble of leading that nine-spot 
from ace-nine-eight. If that 
were his holding, the correct 
play would be the queen 
from d u m m y . Eventually, 
South did guess wrong. He 
played dummy's queen. 


East was in with the ace 


and any o r d i n a r y player 
would have led back the 
three of hearts and settled 
for a one-trick set. Not this 
East! He wanted more. He 
led back the jack of spades. 
This play could not cost any- 
thing unless South held a 
five-card club suit and ex- 
pert East had overlooked 
that possibility. 


South was back in busi- 


ness. He c o u l d run out 
enough tricks for his con- 
tract but South was also 
s o m e w h a t of a hog. He 
wanted overtricks and it ap- 
peared ,to S p.u t h . that he 
could well-afford a diamond 
finesse. If it lost, he would 
take the rest of the tricks 
and make four-odd. If it won, 
he would make all the tricks 
for five-odd. 


The overtricks looked good 


to South. He promptly led 
his queen of diamonds and 
let it ride. East took the king 
and produced his little heart 
to collect the two-trick pen- 
alty he had hoped for ear- 
lier.

The 1929 consolidation Joined tHfe 
two principal newspaper lines 
dating back to within five years 
of Hope's incorporation in 1875. 


1899 —Star 
of Hope found- 
ed as a weekly by Claude Mc- 
Corkle; converted to an evening 
daily by his son, Ed. McCorkle, 
publishing until the 1929 con- 
solidation. 


The opposition line: 
1880 —Hope News founded by 


Lowry Brothers. 


1883 -Sold to Withers &. John- 


son, name changed to Hope Tele- 
graph. 


1883 — Later in same year- 


resold to Claude McCorkle and 
renamed Hope Mercury. 


1884 -Sold to James H. Belts, 


who named it Hope Gazette, under 
which name it was published con- 
tinuously until 1922, published by 
Betts, J.L. Tullis, andCol.W.W. 
Folsom the last-named dying in 
1916. 


1916 — Purkins &Gatesbought 


the weekly Gazette and made it 
a companion paper to their new

Hempstead County Review.

—Cannon sold plant to 


D.A. Gean, who established the 
morning Hope Daily Press.

Washburn consolidated The Star 
and the Press as Hope Star, with 
Palmer as president and Wash- 
burn secretary-treasurer.

There have been few cases 


under the present law of funds 
being cut off after a conviction, 
primarily because of the slow- 
ness of court procedures.

Thieu Says 
Elections 
End War

SAIGON (AP) - 
President 


Nguyen Van fhieu today pro* 
posed free elections to settle the 
Vietnam war, saying the Viet 
Cong can participate if they 
pledge to renounce violence and 
abide by the results of balloting. 
He called for international su- 
pervision to insure "conditions 
fair to all." 


There was no immediate reac- 


tion to the proposal from parties 
at the Paris peace talks. But ob- 
servers said it was unlikely to 
end the stalemate at the nego- 
tiating table since Hanoi and the 
Viet Cong's provisional revolu- 
tionary government insist the 
United States must withdraw all 
its troops and the Thleu regime 
must step down as the first 
steps to end the war. 


With Thieu's proposal, made 


in a radio address, all four ma- 
jor parties to the war have 
called for a ballot-box settle- 
ment. 


The 
National 
Liberation 


Front, predecessor of the provi- 
sional 
revolutionary 
govern- 


ment, called for elections more 
than two months ago as part of 
its 10-point peace plan. The plan 
was endorsed by North Viet- 
nam. 


In President Nixon's eight- 


point program announced May 
14, he called for internationally 
supervised elections in which 
"every 
significant 
group in 


South Vietnam" could partici- 
pate. 


Thieu's proposal added a call 


for establishment of an election 
commission, with all political 
factions represented, to assure 
"equal opportunities in the cam- 
paigning to all candidates" and 
an honest vote count. The presi- 
dent said he was prepared to 
discuss a timetable for the elec- 
trons and other details with "the 
other side." 


However, neither Thieu nor 


Nixon have specified what the 
elections would decide, and that 
question may form the basis of 
a conflict in the Saigon and NLF 
positions. 
Court Reverses

freed Spock and Ferber from

HEW appropriations bill offers 
it. 


The subcommittee Thursday 


adopted an amendment offered 
by Rep. Neal Smith, D-Iowa, 
that would stiffen a fund cutoff 
provision he succeeded in at- 
taching to last year's appropria- 
tion bill. 


At present, funds can be with- 


drawn only after a student has 
been convicted of a crime aris- 
ing out of a campus disturb- 
ance. Under Smith's new ver- 
sion, a college could not ap- 
prove a student's application for 
federal financial assistance if he 
had participated in a violent 
campus disruption. 


The new provision also would 


do away with a present require- 
ment that a student get a hear-

Two terrorist attacks also 


were reported overnight. One in 
Saigon, the first in more than a 
week, injured 21 Vietnamese ci- 
vilians, 11 American soldiers 
and one Viet Cong suspect. 


Spokesmen said two terrorists 


rolled up outside an American 
billet in a small vehicle bearing 
the charge, which exploded a 
few minutes later. The wounded 
Viet Cong suspect was captured. 
The second terrorist escaped. 


In the Mekong Delta, terror- 


ists set off a bomb in the provin- 
cial capital of Can Tho, 75 miles 
southwest of Saigon, Four civil- 
ians were reported killed and 10 
wounded. 


Several small clashes were 


reported in the past 24 hours 
north of Saigon, U.S. forces re- 
ported killing 43 enemy in four 
fights without suffering any cas* 
ualties.
